Sign Document 
Quitting Crown

LONDON, Dec. 5—With members of 
the Royal family as sole witnesses, King 
Edward VIII. will within the next few 
days, it is expected in unusually well-in- 
formed quarters, sign a declaration of 
voluntary abdication. His only alterna- | 
tive is to renounce his proposal of a mar- | 
riage to Mrs. Wallis Simpson. 

The middle course is a morganatic marriage which 
has been ruled out. The King has not yet reached a 
final decision. But authoritative quarters see little 
hope of the King changing his intention to marry the 
Baltimore-born Mrs. Simpson, who is now in southern 
France. 

Abdication would be followed by the summoning of 


the Accession Council, precisely as happened upon the 
death of King George V last January. 


Then Duke Of York Would Be Proclaimed 


The Duke of York would be proclaimed and members 
of parliament would take the oath of allegiance to the new 
King. 

Legal authorities hold that abdication would not auto- 
matically dissolve parliament as the death of the King 
used to do. Legally it would be a “demise”. Parliament 
would continue, but a new oath of allegiance would be 
necessary. 


But King Is Determined To Wed His Choice 

The Associated Press said the highest sources asserted 
that the King is determined to marry Mrs. Simpson and that 
this information was conveyed to the cabinet today. 

The government has been promised the King’s final 
word within 48 hours, it was understood. |

some were leaving Downing street, automobiles bearing ban- | 
ners urging the King not to surrender appeared in nearby | 
streets. 

“Confound the clerics,” said one of the signs on the 
cars. “A free country and a free King,” declared another. 

Parliament undoubtedly is lined up strongly behind Mr. | 
Baldwin on the constitutional aspects of the question, said 
the Associated Press. 

Crowds in London streets voiced support of King 
Edward. 

“God save the King! God save the new Queen!” 
shouted jostling crowds outside Buckingham palace. | 
“Flog Baldwin! Down with the Bishops!” 

Throughout the night the paraders meandered through 
the avenues and alleys, cheering for the King. 


Necessitate Passing Of Parallel Legislation 


The accession of a new sovereign would necessitate the 
passing of parallel legislation through all the Empire parlia- 
ments: 

1—To confirm the accession of Edward VIII's successor; 

2—To bar the issue of Edward VIII from rights to the 
throne; 

3—To remove from Edward VIII any disability under 
the Royal Marriages Act of 1772. 

The third provision would be necessary, by a strange 
reversal of roles, to permit Edward to marry anybody except 
with the consent of the new King. 

The Royal Marriages Act of 1772 has no application to 
the sovereign himself. It provides, however, that the mar- 
riage of any other members of the royal family is null and 
void unless consent of the sovereign, declared under the 
great seal, is first obtained.

Declares Time Must Be

LONDON, Dec. 5. — Lord 
Rothermere, powerful British 
newspaper publisher, in an 


interview printed in the Lon- 
don Evening News today said 
a “concerted effort” is being 
made to hurry King Edward 
off the throne this week-end. 


“You cannot smuggle the 
greatest living Englishman 
eff the throne of England 
during the week-end,” Lord 
Rothermere said in the article 


printed in black type two 
columns wide. 

“Time must be given for a 
solution of this matter. The 
present haste is indecent and 
is giving rise to unpleasant 


rumors affecting high political 
and other personages. 

“No government which, on 
this matter of supreme im- 
portance, runs counter to the 
wishes of the people of Eng- 
land can survive. 

“IT have just returned from 
a trip around the world and 
wherever I went and to whom- 
ever I spoke, people of all na- 
tionalities gave expression to 
unstinted praise and admiration 
for our King.”

Unanimous Decision 


By a unanimous decision of the 
Appellate division of the Sup- 
reme Court of Alberta the milk 
control legislation of the Alberta 
provincial government has been 
found intra vires and the actions 
taken to suspend licenses when 
regulations have been ignored 
has been upheld. 

The decision handed down today 
by Chief Justice Horace Harvey has 
been concurred in by all members 
of the appeal bench, It followed an 
appeal made by the Model Dairies 
of Calgary following the suspension 
of that company’s dairy license in 
June last by the Board of Public 
Utilities Commissioners. Protesting 
against the suspension the Dairy 
company took the matter to the 


appeal court, arguing first that the | 


legislation was ultra vires of the 
province, and secondly that there 
was an error in judgment on the 
evidence, 

After hearing argument on the 
first question, the appeal bench un- 
animously decided that the board 
of public utilities commissioners is 
an administrative body and that 
the legislation is not ultra vires. On 
the question of the error in judg- 
ment the court of appeal heard all 
the evidence the Model Dairy 
brought forward and then denied 
the company the right to appea] on 
that ground 

The decision regarded as im- 
portant in that it upholds in its en- 
tirety the milk control legislation 
enacted by the legislature

ONE POINT CLEARED UP 

In his statement to the House of Commons 
on Friday, Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin 
clarified one phase of the constitutional issue 
that has arisen between the prerogatives of the 
King and the power of parliament. 

He dismissed as impracticable the com- 
promise suggestion that the King might merry 
as the Duke of Cornwall, without his wife be- 
coming queen. The King, he said, can marry 
without asking consent of parliament, and 
should he marry his wife by the fact of her 
marriage becomes a queen. There is no such 
thing as Morganatic marriage known to British 
law. 

The wife of a king enjoys “all the status, 
rights and privileges which both by positive law 
and custom attach to that position, and with 
which we are familiar in the cases of Her late 


Majesty Queen Alexandra and Her Majesty 
Queen Mary, and her children would be in 
direct line of succession to the throne.” 


An exception could be made in the present 
circumstances only by the enactment of special 
legislation. Which legislation “His Majesty's 
Government are not prepared to introduce’; 
and “I am satisfied from inquiries T have made 
that assent would not be forthcoming” from the 
Governments of the Dominions. 

This reduces that feature of the issue to 
simplicity; either the King does not marry while 
he is king, the lady he marries becomes 
queen. 

It does not follow that the people of Great 
Britain and the Dominions must accept as their 
queen whoever a king may want to marry. 
Parliamentary government is not bankrupt of 
resources with which to make the public will 
effective, even against the wishes of a king. 

Of these possible lines of action it is better 
not to speak at the moment. In the tactful words 
of Mr. Atlee, leader of the L perty in the 
House of Commons, “I think it would be unde- 
sirable to make any comment or to discuss the 
Prime Minister's statement. id

Find Out The Cause Of Dropsy 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Many readers write to me asking for a cure 
of dropsy, as if dropsy were a disease. Dropsy 
is not a disease, but a symptom, and refers to 
an accumulation of fluids in the tissues or the 
body cavities. This symptom may accompany 
disorders. 

Before the treatment can 
be outlined in any given case, 
it is first necessary to make 
a very careful diagnosis to 
determine just what is caus- 
ing the dropsical condition. 
Diseases of the heart and 
kidneys are the two most 
common causes of dropsy and 

4 when a _ patient notices a 
Dr. F. McCoy swelling of the ankles, or a 
swelling occurring elsewhere, it is extremely 
likely that the cause is coming either from the 
heart or kidneys. However, instead of guessing 
that either of these organs is the cause, it is 
a better plan to start an examination im- 
mediately to find out the real cause. 

There is a slight difference between the 
dropsy due to defective kidneys and the dropsy 
due to heart trouble, but this alone is not 
enough upon which. to base a diagnosis. As a 
rule the dropsy from heart trouble generally 
comes on toward evening and is lost during the 
night, while the dropsy from kidney trouble 
comes on during the night and disappears dur- 
ing the day. Thus, a puffiness under the eyes 
which appears early in the morning and is 
gone within a few hours, is usually caused by 
the kidneys, and if the ankles swell from heart 
trouble, the swelling generally appears toward 
night and disappears by morning. This is only 
true of the early steges however and the 
patient should always remember that this dif- 
ference in itself is so inconclusive that it does 
not form the basis for a definite diagnosis 

Any condition which causes a very toxic 
blood stream mey in turn cause dropsy: al- 
though the patient will not have the examining 
facilities to detect this toxic cause for him- 
self. 

Other types of dropsy are: hydrocephalus or 
“water on the brain”; ascites or a collection of 
fluid in the abdomen brought on by an en- 
gorgement of the liver with toxic wastes: and 
hydrothorax, which refers to the presence of 
fluid in the pleural cavity of the chest..Evema 
is the technical term used to denote sweiling 
due to the accumulation of fluid in the tissues 
or cavities. Thus the term edema may be used 
in a general way, in a manner quite similar to 
the way the layman uses the word dropsy. 

The only form of treatment which will 
remedy the dropsical condition is a treatment 
which removes the real causes. Thus, if the 
heart is the real cause of the trouble, then the 
heart must be improved in its action before 
the patient will be free of the dronsy. If the 
source of the trcuble is in the kidneys, then 
you will have to adcpt a treatment which helps 
the kidn to overcome this form of dropsy. 
In many cases, where the heart or kidneys have 
been seriously injvred it will of course, not be 
possible to return these organs to normal. How- 
ever, with judicious treatment, it may be pos- 
sible to help these organs to do their work a 
little better and that amount of hel is often 
sufficient to remove the symptom of dropsy. 

If you are troubled by dronsy, or any mem- 
ber of your family is troubled in this way, the 
best advice I may give you is to rely unon a 
thorough examination in the beginning. At the 
conclusion of the examination, it then bee-mes 
posible to outline an intelligent treatment 

In these heezlth articles, I try to give you 
as much help as possible, however, there are 
verv few instructions which I could he!p to pro- 
vide concerning the treatment of dropsy, in as 
much as the symptom first requires a comrlete 
physico] examination and then resuires the 
sunervision of a doctor who is able to check 
on the progress of the patient from time to 
time.

Seems like a merry Christmas for the em- 
ployees of the British firm of Morris Motors Ltd. 
and the American and Canadian employees of 
International Harvester. Lord Nuffield, founder 
of the Morris firm, last year gave $5,000;000 to 
Oxford University; this year he is donating 1,- 
000,000 shares of stock in his company to his em- 
ployees. The shares have a market value of 
$10,625,000. 

International Harvester is giving a volurtary 
wage increase to its factory employees, amcunt- 
ing to $5,500,000 a year. 

All told, four hundred of these heartless cor- 
porations, with neither a soul to save nor a 
body to kick are distributing $60,000,000 to their 
workers as Christmas bonuses, in addition to 
dividends to shareholders of over $800,000,000.

This thrilling story of the 
conquest of yellow fever in 
Brazil was written by Miss 
Lydia Singer of grade nine, 
McCauley school and submitted 
to the editor of the Young 
People’s Page by Miss J. Miller, 
her teacher, for the benefit of 
other students studying social 
sciences. The article was con- 
densed from a magazine called, 
“What Brazil Offers You.” 


ELLOW fever was still quite 

prevalent in the coastal low- 
lands of Brazil and was considered 
an unavoidable plague until 
Oswaldo Cruz, a renowned Brazil- 
ian scientist created a huge organ- 
ization near Rio de Janiero deter- 
mined to wipe it out. 


It was known that the trans- 
m'tting agent of the disease was 
a certain type of mosquito that 
bred in any small pool of water. 
Any small discarded can or up- 
turned shingle where a few drops 
of water or dew could collect, 
made a ready nesting place for 
the mosquito to lay its hundreds 
of eggs. 

Dr. Crux put to his organization 
the task of educating the people in 
ridding the country of the menace
